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We  are  absolutely  in  danger  of  losing  the  very  thing  that  the  country 
was  founded  to  preserve,  which  is  the  quality  of  independent  action  on 
the  part  of  the  individual  per  se.  We  have  heard  too  much  of  the  common 
man— and  what  would  you  think  of  a  common  architect,  or  a  common 
woman?  Not  much.  Democracy  can  only  survive  by  way  of  the  uncommon 
man,  and  when  our  forefathers  planned  this  set-up,  socially,  they  knew 
that  on  that  level  of  the  common  man,  they  would  leave  him  free  to  rise 
to  the  uncommon  man  .  .  .  and  something  has  slipped. 

I  think  we  are  crippled  and  stymied  and  practically  laid  low  by  what 

we  call  education.  I  have  seen  no  proof  of  its  greatness  or  its  validity.  I  see 

nothing  now  that  can  save  us  from  the  rise  of  mediocrity  into  high  places, 

which  our  forefathers  feared,  and  which  really  has  taken  place  ...  I  want 

to  say  to  you  tonight  that  bigness  isn't  it.  The  bigger  the  thing  is  now, 

the  more  dangerous  and  damnable  it  is  as  far  as  our  future  as  a  nation  is 

concerned.  Until  we  have  the  courage  to  decentralize,  subdivide,  divide 

again,  keep  the  big  thing  out,  keep  standardization  away,  throw  out  the 

planned  factory,  get  to  the  individual  who  really  has  life  in  his  soul  and 

integrity  in  his  heart,  we  are  sunk. 

You  cannot  substitute  for  the  uncommon  man.  We  have  got  to  have 

him.  And  we  have  got  to  find  some  way  of  putting  him  where  we  can  get 

results  from  him.  _       ,  r  .      .  „,  .  ,

Oliver  Goldsmith's  comedy  "She  Stoops  to  Conquer"  is  scheduled  for  the  following  week— 
on  Thursday,  December  10th,  at  8:35  p.m.  The  play  has  had  more  than  fifty  important  revivals 
since  it  was  first  produced  at  Covent  Garden  in  1773.  For  this  production,  Alfred  Reynolds 
conducts  the  music  that  he  arranged  and  composed  for  the  revival  in  1928. 

OTELLO:  On  Wednesday  evening,  December  9th,  KPFA  will  broadcast  a  complete  perform- 
ance of  Giuseppe  Verdi's  "Otello."  This  recording  was  taken  from  the  notable  broadcasts  which 
Arturo  Toscanini  conducted  some  years  ago.  This  is  an  opportunity  to  hear  one  of  the  master- 
pieces of.  the  operatic  literature,  performed  under  the  direction  of  a  man  who  learned  the 
score  from  Verdi.
